INTRODUCTORY COMMENTS 

This responds to the advisory action mailed 19 August 2005 • 
REMARKS 

The Applicant asks that the Examiner reconsider the reasoning employed in the 
Advisory Action to dismiss Applicant's argument that Bullard teaches away from the 
incorporation of its constricting cuffs into a seat. The Action argues that "it's not that 
Bullard teaches away from the incorporation of its constricting cuffs into a seat, but 
rather that Bullard teaches one form of applying pressure by expandable chambers 
contacting a portion of a user's body." The Action then goes on to essentially restate its 
arguments for obviousness. 

The Applicant maintains that to argue "its not . . but rather it's . . is to argue 
that the two positions are mutually exclusive - that Bullard can't teach away from 
incorporating cuffs if it teaches the use of expandable chambers. The applicant maintains
